It lik ewise is tantam ount to an order 
that no further plans for the strik e, 
scheduled or Oct. 30 shall be form ulat­ 
ed. It directs both the railroads and 
the unions to m aintain the “status 
quo”. 
One of the departments that was bp- 
ing watched with greatest interest 
was the strik e scheduled to tak e place

the second floor and threatened to 
shoot anyone who ascended the stairs. 
He fired many shots at several who 
attem pted to persuade him to s ur ­ 
render and he even 
threatened to 
shoot a Catholic priest who was call­ 
ed in an effort to have him come out 
of the house.” 
The rest of the story, as pieced to­ 
gether, is that, when Corporal Bank s 
arrived, he was greeted with several 
shots. 
He secured a ladder, placed it 
against the side of the house and as 
cended, while the m aniac stood at the 
open window and opened fire.

State trooper, as he attended, shot 
the pistol out of the lunatic’s hand 
and then captured his man.

Not a Public School Function, 
Dr. Broome Tells S. 
S. Convention 


SECOND AND FINAL DAY 


Dr. Peters Speak s for W eek ­ 
day Religious Training 
Of Children 


"Get into the home.” 
T hat wa.s the burden of the mes­ 
sage Dr. Edwin C. Broome, brought 
to the delegates of the Buck s County 
Sabbath 
School Convention, in ses­ 
sion today in the Presbyterian church. 
Dr. Broome is the superintendent 
of the Philadelphia public schools and 
his address on “ Who Is Responsible 
for the Child’s Moral T raining,” was 
eagerly awaited. 
“All human beings are religiously 
inclined,” said the speak er in prefac- 
his remark s. 
The address of Dr. Broome was par­ 
ticularly timely as it followed a lib­ 
eral discussion by the convention del­ 
egates as to the advisability of at­ 
tempting to have the public schools 
either give religious training, or else 
ex cuse children from elective courses 
in order that they might be taught 
religion by outside forces. 
The speak er set forth his views in 
a clear and and concise way on this 
phase of the religious problem. 
“ It is 
not a part of the public school’s duty 
to teach 
religion,” he said. 
"We 
could not get competent teachers; it 
is not part of our function; the pub­ 
lic schools are supported 
by 
all 
classes.” 
“Religious training is the duty of 
the home and the church. 
W hether 
or not they are falling in tills is a 
difficult question to answer. 
There 
is room for improvement, no doubt. 
The mid-week 
Bible schools are 
a 
great step in this direction." 
Dr. Broome stressed the point that 
the home is the strategic point of a t ­ 
tack in solving this great problem. 
“First, you must create in the minds 
of the people a real sense of need for 
such training.” 
During the late war, Dr. Broome 
said, there was a growing sense in 
this direction, but, nlnco Its conclus­ 
ion, we have seemed to settled back 
into a state of complacency. 
ADD RELGIOUS TRAINING 
“Your Sunday schools can be made 
as interesting as any other fortn of 
instruction or education," he stated. 
Dr Broome deplored the decadence 
of tile practice o»f pastors m ak ing pas­ 
toral calls, when he said. “You have so 
loaded down your pastors with var­ 
ious organlatlons and details that he 
has become a business manager ra th­ 
er than a pastor. 
“Children have more license today 
I than they formerly did. They have 
more money to spend and the rules of 
'discipline are less rigid. You have 
! numerous social factors to combat, the 
movies ,and the sensational and alLto- 
I distressingly frank press.” 
| 
The teaching of fair play in the 
field of athletics is doing its share to- 
! ward curbing som e of the ills of the 
day, said Dr. Broome. “The home is 
the weak est point,” he added. “The 
home has the children nineteen out of 
the twenty-four hours of the day. P ar­ 
ents are to busy though. They tak e the 
! easiest way of correctign their chil­ 
dren. They pay them to be good with 
; money."

You see, 
we struck a storm an d had to battle 
with hurrican e-like win d s all the way 
across. That was the reason we as­ 
cen d ed a mile an d a half in the air; 
in an en d eav or to get abov e the storm 
which was n ot en tirely successful. 
“The plan e was a Fokker, a mon o­ 
plan e type, on e of the kin d which 
the German s used d urin g the war. I 
somewhat suspect that it was a cap­ 
tured on e from the German s. An yway, 
as far as we passen gers were con ­ 
cern ed , it was a 
most 
comfortable 
con v eyan ce. The part where we sat 
was en closed just like a limousin e au­ 
tomobile, an d we had v ery 'comforta­ 
ble seats. At n o time d id we suffer 
from cold , for the weather was quite 
warm, Europe at that time bein g in 
the throes of a hot spell. 
“We were abov e the cloud s most 
of the time, but could see the earth 
way below us, through the cloud s. The 
sched uled time for the trip was four 
hours, but owin g to the storm, we 
were in the air 6 1-2 hours. We were 
also sched uled to lan d at Croyd on , 
but bad to lan d at Lympe, as d arin esa 
was approachin g. 
We stayed

n ight in Lympe an d resumed our 
flight the n ext morn in g, arriv in g in 
Croyd on 55-min utes later. 
“The n ame of Croyd on as the ter 
min us was probably a factor in in ­ 
fluen cin g me to take the trip, as rt 
had such a familiar soun d an d seem­ 
ed but a short d istan ce from home 
In fact it was a short d istan ce from 
“home”, v iz, Lon d on , where liv e my 
frien d s, the Robin son s, with whom I 
had been v isitin g before my d epart­ 
ure for the Con tin en t.
